The University has received Na- 
tional Science Foundation funds 
for an extensive undergraduate re- 
search program in the College of 
Arts and Sciences. 

Receipt of the $33,015 grant was 
announced yesterday by Dr. Merl 
Baker, executive director of the 
Kentucky Research Foundation 
which will administer the program. 

The money will be used to sup- 
port 30 full-time undergraduate re- 
search participants in a 19 weeks 
summer program beginning June 
6 and 28 part-time participants 
during the 1960-61 academic year. 

Dr. Jacob R. Meadow, assistant 
deun of the College of Arts and 
Sciences and professor of chem- 
istry at UK. will serve as director 
of the program, involving 10 de- 
partments and 27 professors dur- 
ing the summer and five depart- 
ments and 10 professors during the 
regular academic year. 

"This is not a program designed 
for the training of technicians or 
to serve as a pair of extra hands 
for some professor," Dr. Meadow 



"Seminars, frequent consultation 
with professors, written reports, 
and close association with gradu- 
ate research assistants are some of 
the things that will be cmpha- 
siied," he added. 

Students selected as participants 
must be in good standing with the 
dean's office and preferably have 
a grade average of B or better. The 
students will be paid at a rate of 
$1.50 per hour up to a maximum of 
$600 during the summer program. 

Participants in the regular aca- 
demic year part of the program will 
receive up to $150 for both 
ers for 10 hours per week in 
search activity. 

The National Science Founda- 
tion requires the summer program 
participants to devote full time to 
research work. They are not al- 
lowed to take additional course 
work.

Walter Lippman wrote a few months ago: "The critical 
w eakm ss of inn s(.( i« t\ is tti.it for thr time !>eing 0111 peoph 
do not have great purposes which they are united in wanting 
to achieve. The public miKul of the country is defensive, to 
hold on and to couserxt . not to push forward and to create. W< 
t.ilk alM>tit ouiseUcs as if we were a completed stK-iety, one 
which has achieved its purpose, and has no further great busi- 
ness to transact . . ." 

Exactly. This is where it begins to degenerate. Com- 
placency, hyprocrisy, and conformity have been emphasized to 
death, and these moods which have so infested our national 
spirit have perhaps become trite references. Ne.uK e\er\oue 
has a chocolate-erncied definition of what the national purpose 
should be, but they are too comfortable under their blanket of 
prosperity to get concerned. Again and again the malignant 
condition has been pointed out. We laugh and say, "Yes. that's 
\ei\ true. America is rotten. We should awaken to inner 
\ aliu s." This is as far as it goes. 

Our national purpose has obviously been mislaid. Perhaps 
lost. William Faulkner asked, "What has happened to tin 
American dizain? We doaed, slept, and it abandoned us. Then 
no loneer sounds a unifying \oivi speaking our national hope 
and will." 

Current Objectives' 

W hat is the national objective? Currently, to get as much 
as we can and keep it. Happiness is I thing called a Corvette 
and a private bar. The American is a TY-mov ie-addict. a white- 
collar worker with a filter-tipped outlook, a com ei tible-driv ing 
college hero. He is submerged in a mobilized society with ■ 
network of labor unions and mass communication, progressive 
conservatism, and starched l'resbv tei ianisin on Sundav. Ameri- 
ca— I. mil of stcrcotvpes, land of bmcaiicracv. 

Americas lar k of cultural development is one of its out 
standing weaknesses, but according to some, there is now a 
great "cultural Iroom." l'tople are buying paintings, listening 
to good music on the Inst stereo sets, joining book clubs. As 
sociatcd with this, howevci. is the same prestige which Vance 
Packard identifies with the "status seekers. " Culture is perhaps 
as much a prestige svmbol as a yacht or a swimming pool. This 
may be good. It may bo bad. Hut it eertainlv lacks depth. 

William 11. White outlines his "orgam/ation man' con- 
cept, what the American is and is progressing toward. A fal 
i iv lroni ITTli philosophy, the "orgAllization man" shows thai 
the disposition to think is escaping us. 

Not tvnicism realism. Not that the present prosperity 
isn't good, but that it isn't enough. 

Self-Realisation 

What should the "purpose" be? Obv iouslv theie v\ as 
something more than fai fetched idealism in the wisdom of out 
founding fathers. We are in a position now to enjoy our earn- 
ings. Having attained Mil 
wealth, we should use it. In 
all our comfort, we are no 
more satisfitnl than the soils 
of feudalist ic da\ s

Faculty Misconduct 



(This editorial was written by a 
former Kernel staff member, Hap 
Cawood, and was published in his 
mimeographed neiospaper, the Union 
College Icono. Although the article 
refers to Union specifically, we think 
it is universally applicable. — THE 
EDITOR) 

Union presents a strange problem 
indeed— that it is so overloaded with 
quality, and students have their 
praise suppressed, whether the sup- 
pression comes from the students or 
the faculty itself. 

Undoubtedly, the campus situa- 
tion has been partly alleviated with 
the inauguration of a new and more 
outspoken Student Senate and a col- 
lege president who lives in the 20th 
Century. 

Rumors take a strange course here 
— in a |>er|>etual undercurrent of an 
tagonism— which have all the more 
adverse effects if they are not allowed 
to be brought into the open lor lice 
disc ussioiis. 

Take, for instance, the case of the 
student being "asked to withdraw" 
because he called a teacher a name 
and returned with a threat. He wai 
expelled by the faculty Conduit 
Committee on these grounds. The 
students were expected to merely ac- 

cepi it as an example." 

Ol whom the example was made, 
we digress to comment. However, we 
would like to speculate that if the 
Faculty Conduct Committee should 
be consistent, and had the students 
gathered who are keeping the stu- 
dent's accusations alive, expulsions 
would be made in bunches, lot the 
teacher has taken a unique position 
in campus popularity. Furthermore] 
the teacher's associates share a sim- 
ilar political with two or so excep- 
tions. 

Then there is the case of a stu- 
dent pi.twviight who was refuted a 

"creative" award last year because 
he had "loo many cha|>el cuts." The 
intellectual stamina ol this decision 
is evident. Anyone can see that such 
a ruling reflects an unusual preced- 
ence ol cerebaiion and is, maybe, even 



a milestone in the field of logic. Who 
but some learned faculty member 
could teason with such striking con- 

c luiions? 

As you see, we agree quite fully. 
And we think that this same mature 
attitude should be maintained. Kadi 
fteshman should lie required to mem- 
orize two pagan rituals. All who plan 
to graduate should know the A|H>stle's 
Creed in Chinese. All physical educa- 
tion majors should have elec tives in 
gospel singing, et al. 

As a cynical reader you will prob- 
ably say we are at odds with the fac- 
ulty No. To the contrary. We are 
not insinuating that some teachets 
are unutterably dry in their half- 
conveyance of subject matter; that 
some decide the first clay ol class 
in which grade-caste a certain stu- 
dent belongs; that some can barely 
speak the p rop er English tongue; that 

■omeordei students to teach what the 
teacher has been paid to teach; that 
some give final grades irrelevant to 
previous marks. For us to accuse any- 
one thusly would be an imaginative 
outrage. We wouldn't do it lor the 
whole damn world. 

W hat we ate trying t<> lay il that 
some teachers deserve benevolent 
criticism. To compliment a teachei 
to certain higher authorities would be 
to tell someone who couldn't epiite 
be ti usted to keep seucts. 1 his has 
happened. I he authority has in- 

(brmed the teachei <>i the student's 

praise ol him, and almost always the 
teacher wants to give the student, 
good, undeserved grades. 

The campus is a closed shop, "bad 
publicity," it's called, then loiced to 
the undergiouncl through the v.uious 
hate clubs. 

I he time is right for an advance- 
ment in free thought when the stu 
dent can associate on the level of 
truth with his teachei s.

1 his type test re- 
w.uds the intellectual clod, the 
drudge. And, they need a reward loo, 
don't they? 

Oh. one thing I foigot to men- 
tion. Besides being quick lor the 
teacher to gtatle they'ie also easy 
to grade. Said teacher can sit down 
with a highball (or a coke, il you 
will) and just mark. Hi\ knowledge 
of the material beyond what is cov- 
ered by the text is not taxed. He 
doesn't have to determine whether 
an essay answer is worth nine poitMl 
oi 10. And, alter the giuelling clay 
he puts in at UK, is that too much 
to ask?

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BERLIN, May 19 (AP>— Nikita 
S. Khrushchev arrived from Paris 
In worried, divided Berlin today 
and spoke soothingly about an- 
other summit conference in six to 
eight months. 

"It Is clear," said the solemn So- 
viet premier, "that the Soviet 
Union and other freedom -loving 
countries must analyze the conse- 
quences but we do not renounce 
our policy of seeking a relaxation 
of tension and of peaceful co- 
existence." 

But once more he accused the 
United States of wrecking the 
Summit Conference. 

He arrived at Schoenefeld Air- 
port, outside East Berlin, and was 
greeted by top East German Com- 
munists and about 1.300 party 
functionaries. Then he rode into 
East Berlin past crowds of cheer- 
ing thousands. West Ber liners said 
it was the biggest reception he 
ever received in East Berlin. 

Clouds were threatening, but the 
rain held off. 

"In this situation." Khrushchev 
said mildly, in an airport speech, 
"time is required, the effort of 
all peoples and governments Is re- 
quired to carry out a summit con- 
ference after six or eight months." 

The tired-looking bespectacled 
man with his fringe of white hair 
read his speech in a dull, routine 
tone. The German translator who 
towered over him put a lot more 
emotion into his version. 

Accusing the United States of 
torpedoing the Summit Conference. 
Khrushchev declared: 

"Obviously, in determining pol- 
icy in the United States, those 
circles have won the upper hand 
which want no reduction of inter- 
national tensions and no removal 
of the danger of a new war." 

But in speaking of a new Sum- 
mit Conference after the U.S. elec- 
tion, he did not say anything about 
again demanding an apology from 
the I'nited States for the spy 
flight over the Soviet Union. 

This demand sent the summit 
meeting onto the rocks. He did not 
even mention the "obstacles" 
which he said before leaving Parts 
must be removed before another 
top level meeting could be held. 

Nor did he make any new threats 
against West Berlin, whose border 



is only about three miles from 
where he spoke. He mentioned it 
only once, as a problem that has to 
be settled within the framework of 
a treaty with Oermany. 

He did say there was a new situ- 
ation now. The Soviet government, 
he went on. would discuss it with 
the other Communist countries 
and draw the necessary con- 
clusions. 

This may have been an allusion 
to Red China, which some west- 
erners believe may have .played a 
major role in collapsing the Sum- 
mit Conference. 

Like the Chinese Communists, 
the East Oerman Reds take a hard 
Stalinist line and may also take 
a dim view of relaxing tensions 

In welcoming Khrushchev, for 
example. Communist Party Leader 
Walter Ulbricht did no soft-pedal- 
ing on West Berlin. He called West 



a springboard for Oerman 
militarists. 

The Soviet leader got a warm 
greeting from hundreds of thou- 
sands as he drove 25 miles with 
l lbrlcht and Premier Otto Grote- 
wohl. 

Soviet Defense Minister Rodion 
Y. Malinovsky. who kept extreme- 
ly close to Khrushchev in Purls, 
was in the car behind. 

Khrushchev Is expected to stay 
In Berlin for only a couple of tl.iv 
His program was kept secret. He 
conferred tonight with Ea*t Oer- 
man leaders and diplomat-, from 
Communist countries.
